The final meeting of the Hospital Lea- 
gue was held yesterday afternoon in 
the county court room in the court 
house and after closing up all of the 
business before it, voted unanimously 
to disband after eight years spent in 
an effort to secure a hospital for Paris. 

The meeting yesterday was attend- 
ed by a large number of the mem- 
bers of the league, before whom the 
plans for the final action of the organi- 
zation were discussed. This result- 
ed in an order to turn into the en- 
dowment fund of the W. W. Massie 
Memorial Hospital the sum of $2,400 
which remained in the treasury of the 
league after bearing the expense of 
the purchase an installation of the 
electric elevator at the institution. 
This portion of the equipment cost 
the league the sum of $1,500. 

Since the organization of the lea- 
gue in 1908 in has been engaged in 
a very active movement toward the 
establishment of a hospital in Paris, 
and the members labored incessant- 
ly for the cause. Mrs. W. W. Mas- 
sie, upon her death endowed the In- 
stitution, bequeathing a large sum for 
the purpose which resulted in the 
purchase of te home place of the 
late G. G. White which has since been 
converted into a modern hospital. 

Since the Trustees appointed by 
the City Council assumed charge of 
the affairs of the hospital the fur- 
ther need of the league being unneces- 
sary, the Meeting was called for yes- 
terday afternoon to wind up the 
business.

history of the industry. This was due 
partly to the general prosperity en- 
joyed bv the country at large, but 
mere especially to the steady improve 
ment in the wares themselves in body, 
design, and decoration. American pot- 
tery is ginning a stronger hold on the 
market, becoming more popular every 
rear.

WAREHOUSE PROJECTED. 

The 



of the Bourbon To- 
bacco Warehouse Company last season 
has inspired growers and dealers with 
the idea that another warehouse for 
handlin gthe crops would be equally 
sucessful, hence the Paris Tobacco 
Warehouse Company has been organ-

The ware- 
house for the new company will be 
located on South Main street, near the 
plant of the Bourbon Tobacco Ware- 
house Company, the offices to be on 
Main street and the warehouse proper 
to front on Barns' Addition. The 
plant will be as near fire-proof as pos- 
sible, being built of steel. Ample 
shed room will be provided for, and 
the new building will have a capacity 
of about 200,000 pounds a day.

TRICKS OF MIND READING 

Where the Subject Involuntarily Fur- 
nishes a Clew That Lays 
Secret Bare. 

We all know one kind of mind read- 
ing which looks very astonishing and 
yet which there is no difficulty at all 
! in explaining. Tt is a favorite perfor- 
{ mance on the stage, and not seldom 
tried as a parlor game. I refer to the 
kind of mind reading in which one 
person thinks of a hidden coin, and 
the other holds his wrist and is then 
able to find the secreted object, writes 
Hugo Munsterberg in the Metropoli- 
tan. There is no mystery in such ap- 
parent transmission of the idea, be- 
cause it is the result of small uninten- 
tional movements of the arm. The 
one who thinks hard of the corner of 
the room in which the coin placed 
cannot help giving small impulses in 
that direction. He himself is not 
aware of these faint movements, but 
the man who has a fine sense of touch 
becomes conscious of these move- 
ments in the wrists which his fingers 
grasp, and under the guidance of these 
slight movements he is led to the par- 
ticular place. 

A very neat form of the same type 
is often seen on the stage, when the 
performer is to read a series of num- 
bers in the mind of some one who 
thing intensely of the figures. Some 
one in the audience thinks of the num- 
57. The performed asks him to think 
of the first figure then he grasps his 
hand and counts slowly from zero to 
nine. After that he asks him to think 
of the second figure and counts once 
more. Immediately after he will an- 
nounce rightly the two digits. Again 
there was no mystery in it. He knows 
that the man who thinks of the fig- 
ure five will make a slight involuntary 
movement when the five is reached in 
counting, and the same movement will 
occur at the seven in the second 
counting. If he is very well treated, 
he will not need the touching of the 
hand ; he will perform the same ex- 
periment with figures without any 
actual contact whatever. It will be 
sufficient to see the man who is think- 
ing of a figure while he himself is 
counting. As soon as the dangerous 
digit is reached the man will give 
some unintentional sisn. Perhaps his 
breathing will become a degree d-*ep- ' 
! er or stop for a moment, his eyelids 
may make a reflex movement, his fin- j 
gers may contract a bit. This remains ! 
entirely unnoticed by any one in the ! 
audience, but the professional mind 
reader has heightened his sensibility 
so much that none of these involun- < 
tary signs escape him Tel from !h? 
standpoint of science his seeing these 
subtle signs is on principle no differ- 
ent from our ordinary seeing when a 
man points his finger in some direc- 
tion.

New Asparagus Product. 

Cellulose is now recovered from the 
waste of asparagus canning factories 
by the recently discovered process of 
Otto Reinke of Hamburg. He also 
makes use of the stalks which mature 
after the edible crop Is gathered.
